New York, Nov. 26. -The Ward line 
steamship City of Washington, which 
arrived Wednesday from Havana, 
brought some Interesting news of the 
engagement whioh ocourred reoently 
near Mount Rubia, between the Span 
lsh troops and the insurgent forces 
headed by Gen. Maceo. 

Last Saturday the government or- 
gan LaLuchauj called for tralm 
convey 1,000 wounded and sick solr 
from Caldelaria to Havana. This 
the first Intimation that had been 
ceived that the engagement had been 
serious in its resul ts. One of the pas- 
sengers on the City of Washington 
who for obvious reasons did not wish 
to have his name mentioned, gave an 
interesting account of how the battle 
was fought, and this to a great extent, 
It is thought, explains why lien Wey- 
ler returned to Uavana so soon. 

Mount Lubla is 26 miles west of Ha- 
vana and about 12 miles from the 
northern coast of the island. < 
Weyler had spread his trocha across 
the island in its narrowest part 
to prevent Maceo'a forces mov- 
ing toward the east Then the 
remaining forces were divided into 
three detachments, one of 5,000 men, 
another of 10,000 and the third of 20,- 
000, the latter being led by San. Wey- 
ler himself. These detachments moved 
toward the mountains from different 
directions. The detachment of 5,000 
reached the mouatain first and after 
heavy fighting, was repulsed by 
Macco's forces, with 700 wounded and 
it is not known how many dead. When 
the second detachment of 10,000 men 
under command of Gen. Echagua ar- 
rived and began to storm the mount- 
ain they found that the enemy had dis- 
appeared. Gen. Weyler, who ap- 
proached from the trocha, did not have 
a chance to smell powder. 

Details are lacking, but it appears 
that Maceo had another engagement 
west of Mount Rubia, in which 1.000 of 
the Spanish troops were wounded 
Five hundred of the wounded wen 
brought into Havana by rail and tWi 
hundred were brought by water, leav 
ing 1.000 sick and wounded still on th< 
field. Weyler's failure to locate Maceo 
would appear to have been the cause 
of his hasty return to Havana. 

QEN. WEYLER 

Has the Support of the Spanish Author- 
ities In His Campaign an « no*. 

Madrid, Nov. 20.— In an interview 
Wednesday upon the subject of the re- 
turn from the Pinar del Rio province 
to Havana of Capt Gen. Weyler, Prime 
Minister Canovas del Castillo stated 
that he entirely supported the course 
pursued by Gen. Weyler. The premii 
ridiculed the idea that Weylor 
would be superseded as captain 
general of Cuba because of his 
return to Havana and declared 
that the captain general's initiatit 
should be respected. Weyler, he said, 
had advanced operations in the island 
for the purpose of allaying the impa- 
tience manifested by the public, and 
despite the disadvantages under which 
he labored, had driven the insurgents 
out of their fastnesses. Far from the 
plan of the captain general's 
campaign having proved a fail- 
ure, it was a fact that when 
he arrived in Havana to suc- 
ceed Capt Gen. Campos the 
Insurgents in Cuba were a numerous 
body; whereas, from the time of his as- 
suming comman d there had been only 
a few scattered bands of the rebels, 
which had been constantly pursued 
and harassed by the Spanish cavalry. 
Senor Canovas further stated that he 
had not approached (ien. A/carraga, 
minister of war, upon the question of 
succeeding (Jen. Weyler, as such a 
course would imply lsck of confidence 
on the part of the government in the 
captain general.

Cruelty That Surpasses That Prac- 
ticed by the Chinese Mandarins

San Fbahcibco, Nov. 88.— Newa 
from Manilla brought by the steamer 
City of Poking- from Hong Kong shows 
that tbe Spaniard* have resorted to 
torture of natives and half casts of the 
Philippines which surpasses in cruelty 
that practiced by the Chinese mandar- 
ins in caaesof the most atrocious Crimea 
They are alsocbarijed with confiscating 
the estates of wealthy half-castes and 
deporting these wretched vlotims to 
Fcrnandopo, on the west coast of Af- 
rioa, a place which has a climate which 
will quickly prove fatal to the stranger. 
These statements are not given on the 
strength of reports of refugees. 
James W. Davidaon, a well-known cor- 
respondent, wa* recently commis- 
sioned by the Hong Kong Press 
to go to Manilla and cautioned to 
evade the press oeataorship, and in sev- 
eral letters which he amutfirleU through 
the lines he tells of what lie has seen 
and what he has heard on good author- 
Ity. According to him the instruments 
of torture used in the .Spanish in- 
quisition three centuries ago have
